How to use the book 

The units are not in order of difficulty, so it is not intended that you work through the book from 
beginning to end. Every learner has different problems, and you should use this book to help you 
with the grammar thatyou find difficult. 

It is suggested that you work in this way: 

Use the Contents and/or Index to find which unit deals with the point you are interested in. 

If you are not sure which units you need to study, use the Study guide on page 326. 

Study the explanations and examples on the left-hand page of the unit you have chosen. 

Do the exercises on the right-hand page. 

Check your answers with the Key. 

If your answers are not correct, study the left-hand page again to see what went wrong. 

You can, of course, use the book simply as a reference book without doing the exercises. 
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Additional exercises 

At the back of the book there are Additional exercises (pages 302-325). These exercises bring together 
some of the grammar points from a number of different units. For example, Exercise 16 brings together 
grammar points from Units 26-36. You can use these exercises for extra practice after you have studied 
and practised the grammar in the units concerned.

English Grammar in Use was written as a self-study grammar book, but teachers may also find it 
useful as additional course material in cases where further work on grammar is necessary. 

The book will probably be most useful at middle- and upper-intermediate levels (where all or 
nearly all of the material will be relevant), and can serve both as a basis for revision and as a means 
for practising new structures. It will also be useful for some more advanced students who have 
problems with grammar and need a book for reference and practice. The book is not intended to be 
used by elementary learners. 


The units are organised in grammatical categories (Present and past, Articles and nouns, Prepositions 
etc.). They are not ordered according to level of difficulty, so the book should not be worked through 
from beginning to end. It should be used selectively and flexibly in accordance with the grammar 
syllabus being used and the difficulties students are having. 


The book can be used for immediate consolidation or for later revision or remedial work. It might 
be used by the whole class or by individual students needing extra help. The left-hand pages 
(explanations and examples) are written for the student to use individually, but they may of course 
be used by the teacher as a source of ideas and information on which to base a lesson. The student 
then has the left- hand page as a record of what has been taught and can refer to it in the future.

We use the present continuous when we talk about a change that has started to happen. We often use 
these verbs in this way: 

getting, becoming changing, improving 

starting, beginning increasing, rising, falling, growing

The population of the world is increasing very fast, (not increases) 

At first I didn’t like my job, but I’m starting to enjoy it now. (not I start)

He is not driving a bus. (He is asleep.)

We use the present simple to talk about things in general. We use it to say that something happens all the 
time or repeatedly, or that something is true in general: 

Nurses look after patients in hospitals. 

I usually go away at weekends. 

The earth goes round the sun. 

The cafe opens at 7.30 in the morning.

In the following examples, do is also the main verb (do you do / doesn’t do etc.):

We use the present simple to say how often we do things: 

I get up at 8 o’clock every morning. 

How often do you go to the dentist? 

Julie doesn’t drink tea very often. 

Robert usually goes away two or three times a year.

Sometimes we do things by saying something. For example, when you promise to do something, 
you can say ‘I promise ... ’; when you suggest something, you can say ‘I suggest... ’: 

I promise I won’t be late, (not I’m promising) 

'What do you suggest I do?’ ‘I suggest that you ...’ 


In the same way we say: I apologise .../I advise ... /1 insist.. ./I agree .../I refuse ... etc.

We use continuous forms (I’m waiting, it’s raining etc.) for actions and happenings that have started but 
not finished. 

Some verbs (for example, know and like) are not normally used in this way. We don’t say‘I am knowing’, 
'they are liking’. We say ‘I know’, ‘they like’. 

The following verbs are not normally used in the present continuous:

(= he is selfish generally, not only now)

We use am/is/are being to say how a person is behaving (= doing something they can control) now. 
It is not usually possible in other situations: 

Sam is ill. (not is being ill) 

Are you tired? (not areyou beingtired)

I’ve repaired the washing machine. It’s working OK now. 
‘Hannah has had a baby! It’s a boy.’ 'That’s great news.’ 



Usually, you can also use the past simple: 

I repaired the washing machine. It’s working OK now. 


Use the past simple (not the present perfect) for things that are not recent or new: 
Mozart was a composer. He wrote more than 600 pieces of music.

You can use the present simple to talk about people if their plans are fixed like a timetable: 
I start my newjob on Monday.

When we say something is going to happen, we believe this because of the situation now. What is 
happening now shows that something is going to happen in the future.

Look at those black clouds. It’s going to rain, (not it will rain) 

(we can see that it is going to rain - the black clouds are in the sky now) 

Compare: 

We’re going to be late. The meeting starts in five minutes and it takes 15 minutes to get there, 
(it is clear now that we don’t have enough time to get there) 

Jane will be late for the meeting. She’s always late.

We do not always change the verb in reported speech. If the situation is still the same, it is not necessary to 
change the verb to the past. For example: 

direct Paul said, ‘My newjob is boring.’ 
reported Paul said that his newjob is boring. 

(The situation is stili the same. His job is stili boring now.) 
direct Helen said, ‘I want to go to Canada next year.’ 
reported Helen told me that she wants to go to Canada nextyear. 

(Helen still wants to go to Canada nextyear.) 

You can also change the verb to the past: 

Paul said that his newjob was boring. 

Helen told me that she wanted to go to Canada nextyear. 

But if the situation has changed or finished, you needtousea past verb. Compare:

In these examples have/can’t/was/do are auxiliary (= helping) verbs.

Jessica could lend me the money, but she won’t. (= she won’t lend me the money) 


We use do/does/did for the present and past simple: 

‘Do you like onions?’ ‘Yes, I do.’ (=1 like onions) 

‘Does Simon live in London?’ ‘He did, but he doesn’t any more.’ 


You can use auxiliary verbs to deny what somebody says (= say it is not true): 

‘You’re sitting in my place.’ ‘No, I’m not.’ (= I’m not sitting in your place)

But if the voice goes up, it is a real question:

You can use a negative sentence + positive tag to ask for things or information, or to ask somebody 
to do something. The voice goes up at the end of the tag: 

‘You couldn’t do me a favour, could you?’ ‘It depends what it is.’

Banana is a countable noun. 



Uncountable 

I eat rice everyday. 

I like rice. 

Rice is an uncountable noun. 



A countable noun can be singular (banana) 
or plural (bananas). 

We can use numbers with countable nouns. 

So we can say one banana, two bananas 

etc. 


An uncountable noun has only one form (rice). 
There is no plural. 

We cannot use numbers with uncountable 
nouns. We cannot say‘one rice’, ‘two rices’ 
etc.

Manchester Airport Harvard University 

The first word is the name of a place (‘Manchester’) ora person (‘Harvard’). These names are 
usually without the. In the same way, we say: 

Victoria Station (notthe . . .) Canterbury Cathedral Edinburgh Castle 

Buckingham Palace Cambridge University Sydney Harbour 

Compare: 

Buckingham Palace (notthe ...) but the Royal Palace 

(‘Royal’ is an adjective - it is not a name like ‘Buckingham’.)

the University of Cambridge but Cambridge University [without the) 


Many shops, restaurants, hotels etc. are named after people. These names end in ’s or-s. We do not use 
the with these names: 

McDonald’s (notthe...) Barclays (bank) 

Joe’s Diner (restaurant) Macy’s (department store) 

Churches are often named after saints (St = Saint): 

St John’s Church (not the ...) St Patrick’s Cathedral 




Most newspapers and many organisations have names with the: 

the Washington Post the Financial Times the Sun (newspaper) 

the European Union the BBC the Red Cross 


Names of companies, airlines etc. are usually without the: 

Fiat (notthe Fiat) Sony Singapore Airlines

Some singular nouns are often used with a plural verb. Forexample: 

audience committee company family firm gover 

These nouns are all groups of people. We often think of them as a number of peo 
not as one thing (= it). So we often use a plural verb: 

The government (=they) have decided to increase taxes. 

The staff at the company (=they) are not happy with their working conditions. 
In the same way, we often use a plural verb after the name of a company ora sports team: 
Shell have increased the price of petrol. 

Italy are playing Brazil next Sunday (in a football match). 

You can also use a singular verb (The government wants .. ./Shell has ... etc.).

We use a plural verb with police:
